A BILL providing for a new and immediate census to show 
w hether voters were disfranchised in any of the states at the 
last election, and for a reapportionment of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, has been introduced by Representative Tinkham of 
Ma ssa ch u setts, a Repu bl i ca 11. 
For a long time Mr. Tinkham has been assailing the southern 
states on the ground that 70 per cont mf the people are not al­ 
lowed to vote. Larit year he tried without wucceas to force through 
a bill cutting down the southern representation in the House. 
'Mr. Finkham ’s new bill specifies that the Schedules of the 
proposed census “shall include for each inhabitant the name, 
place of abode, relationship to head of family, sex, color or race, 
whether under or over 21 years of age, if 21 years of age or over, 
whether or not the right to vote was exercised at the last Presi­ 
dential! election and, if not, the reason why it wats not so exercised,” 
and that the statistics shall be tabulated 'by states, counties, cities 
and other minor civil divisions. 
The bill provides in addition to the regular schedules th a t 
schedules shall he established which will allow the Census com­ 
mittee which formulates the new apportionm ent hill to have the 
best evidence obtainable upon which to base the enforcement of 
the mandatory Fourteenth amendment to the Constitution, which 
directs that Congress shall reduce i epresenf.aition in the several 
.states iii proportion to the disfranchisement it hat may exist in 
them. 
Under present conditions, with federal representation based 
upon population, and with the Fourteenth am endment too the Con­ 
stitution unenforced, there is tremendously disproportionate rep­ 
resen tat ton in Congress, destroying the equality of the several 
States as well as t 
h 
e 
, 
equality of all the citizens of the 
United States. 
It has become Very much more than a racial 
question. 
The noltcrious defiance and nullification of the Constitution in 
the southern states, the unconstitutional Presidential and Con­ 
gressional elections, and scandalous franchise injustice, Mr. Tink­ 
ham believes, if not corrected, may at some future time bring great 
civil discord, if not revolution, in the republic.
